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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Faulk (USP 5,818,705). Faulk discloses the claimed invention see figures la, lb, 2, 3, 
5. an AC adapter with emi filter, 37 and 69, and full bridge rectifier, U1 and U2, with 
voltage converting circuit and voltage regulating circuit incorporated within the module, 
except having a separate module for the emi filter and full bridge rectifier circuit. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have a separate module for the emi filter and full bridge rectifier circuit, 
since it has been held that constructing a formerly integral structure in various elements 
involves only routine skill in the art. Nerwin v. Erilchman, 168 USPQ 177, 179. The 
modular aspect makes for an interchangeable parts aspect advantage that is well know 
in the art. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. The cited prior art discloses the state of the art in the field of emi
